We have completed a review of issues related to the effect of
mandates on local school districts, as requested by the Joint
Legislative Audit Committee.  Our efforts focused on
developing information that may be of use in completing a
future study of the effect of mandates on peer pupil
expenditures, including determining the mandates of greatest
concern to local officials.

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Although discussions about mandates often focus on the 20
standards delineated in s. 121.02, Wis. Stats., school districts
are subject to a far larger number of federal and state
requirements; state statutes alone delineate at least 280 such
requirements.  In addition to educational standards, these
requirements address such things as safety, finance, and
building maintenance.

Based on survey responses of 315 school board presidents and
superintendents, it appears the great majority recognize that
state mandates stem from the State’s overall responsibility for
education.  However, there is widespread frustration with
mandates and general agreement that additional funding and
flexibility  are needed.  Those requirements about which
concerns were most frequently expressed were the 20
standards, special education, and limits on district revenue
increases.

Despite expressed concerns, we were unable to identify any
existing model for efficiently measuring the fiscal effect of
mandates, including the extent to which district expenditures
are attributable to local initiatives rather than state or federal
requirements.  In addition, although some local officials offered
to assist in the development of information necessary to
complete such an analysis, others asserted that the need to
develop or provide such information would be viewed as
another state mandate.

Rather than develop information about expenditures that have
already been incurred, it may be more practical to adopt
strategies for measuring the costs of mandates in the future,
particularly new mandates.  The Legislature has, however,
already taken some steps to address concerns about mandates,
including increasing district flexibility and eliminating some
mandates.

The Patients Compensation Fund shortfall was not in excess of
the $400 million ceiling and did not exceed the balances of the
Funds available for interfund borrowing.
The distribution of interest earnings to investment pool
participants is based on the average daily balance in the pool
and each fund’s share.  Therefore, the monthly calculation by
State Finance will automatically reflect the use of these
temporary reallocations of balance authority.
